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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 -^re rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jackson 
US5058312. 

3. Regarding claim 1 , Jackson discloses an elongated outer sleeve 64 arranged to 
pinch any thickness wall structure; and an elongated delivery bolt 130 arranged to be 
received through the outer sleeve 64, said bolt having an generally radially directed fluid 
distribution channel therethrough 134, 300. 

4. Regarding claim 2, Jackson discloses that the elongated delivery bolt 130 has a 
bore (col 6, lines 54-62). 

5. Regarding claim 3, Jackson discloses that the elongated delivery bolt 130 has a 
cap on the distalmost end 96. 

6. Regarding claim 4, Jackson discloses that the cap 96 is removable (col 5, line 26 
discloses that the cap is hingeably mounted). 

7. Regarding claim 5, Jackson discloses that the bolt 130 has a plurality of radially 
directed openings on its distalmost end to permit sideways directed fluid discharge (col 
7, lines 58-61). 
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8. Regarding claim 6, Jackson discloses that the sleeve 64 has a circumferential 
array of longitudinally directed pairs of fingers 60 therearound, to permit pinching of said 
assembly to a wall structure. 

9. Claims 14-16 (method) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Jackson. 

10. Regarding claim 14, Jackson discloses drilling a hole into a structure, as the 
initial insertion of the sleeve 64 would require drilling a hole in the wall structure; 
inserting a collapsible, elongated fingered sleeve 60, 64 into the wall structure; 
threading a hollow elongated delivery bolt 130 into said sleeve; pinching the wall 
between a head of the bolt and a finger of the sleeve (figure 5); and injecting a fluid 
spray into the hollow delivery bolt for introduction of the spray into the wall structure. 

11. Regarding claim 15, Jackson discloses inserting a removable end cap 96 into a 
distal end of said elongated bolt to permit the bolt to push away insulation and wall 
debris during its being threaded through said sleeve. 

12. Regarding claim 16, Jackson discloses a plurality of radially directed openings 
134, 300 to permit fluid to be sprayed radially from the distal end of the delivey bolt. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claims 7-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
